WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The Un-American Committee’s bally- 
hooed mystery witness” was unveiled here today, but he turned out to 
be a dud. The mystery man,-a 51-year-old Board of Education main- 
tenance worker, Alexander Koral, of 290 Empire Blvd., Brooklyn, re- 


vealed exactly nothing about spy rings or anything else. After Koral 


refused to answer a series of questions put 
to him by committee members about his 
connections with an alleged Soviet. spy 
ring, chairman J. Parnell Thomas finally 
released him from the stand and recessed 
the hearing until 10 a.m. tomorrow. 


All Koral would tell the committee was 
his name, age, address, occupation and 
other vital statistics. To all other ques- 
tions he replied that he would not answer 
on constitutional grounds because such an- 
swers might incriminate or degrade him. 


Koral had been questioned previously 
in New York over the weekend by com- 
mittee members who saw him secretly. 
According to reports, the committee had 
been led to expect help from Koral, but had 
failed to get any information from him that 
connected up with the so-called spy ring. 


So far the only testimony about the al- 
leged ring has come from Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, the details of whose. testimony have 
not been corroborated on any important 
point by a single witness. Miss Bentley, 
who has been present throughout the Un- 
American Committee’s sideshow perform- 
ance, played her usual role today. 


PERLO HITS SPY SCARE 


Victor Perlo, a former government em-

Canada HCL 
At New Peak 


OTTAWA, Aug. 9 (UP). — The 
Canadian cost of living index ad- 
vanced 2.6 points during June to 
the record high of 156.9 on July 2, 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
announced today. 


The bureau attributed the in- 
crease to a “further sharp rise” in 
food prices, plus moderate in- 
creases” in the cost of clothing, 
home furnishings and services, fuel 
and light and other items. 


On June 1, the index stood at 
154.3, as compared with 135.9 a year 
ago and 148.3 on Jan. 2, 1948. The 
Bureau of Statistics said that from 
the outbreak of was to July 2, 1948 
the increase in the general cost of 
living index was 55.7. percent. The 
index is based on the average of 
the 1935-39 period which equals 
100.

Peace is what the people that 
we have met on this tour are de- 
manding. Not once have we heard 
anyone who wants to go to war 
again. 

“A very significant story was 
told us by the longshoremen in 
Naples. When the Allied troops 
took over this port, longshore- 
men were in great demand. Many 
of the workers had maintained 


their pre-war, pre-fascist uniom 
loyalty. They naturally offered 
themselves at once to work the. 
port. But the big brass wanted 
none of them, particularly some 
of the American big shots. In- 
stead they recruited longshore 
labor amongst inexperienced farm 
workers. You can imagine the 
reason. However, the Naples long- 
shoremen stopped them right In 
their tracks.”
